Improper Dencer Is Arrested 
After Giving Performance: 
at Theater on the. - 
West Side. 


POLICE GIVE WARNING?| 


Warrants Are Served After Much 
Difficulty by Detectives 
from Chief Shippy's 
Office. 


; 


After dodging certain punishment by pay- | 
ing a mall fine and promising to observe the | 
principal rules of decency, ‘‘Chooceeta,” the 
most notorious muscle dancer who ever ap- 
peared in Chicago, again faces prosecution 
for the same performance to. which she 
pleaded guilty two months ago. 

With “‘Issie” Herk, manager of the Em - 
pire theater; a burlesque house in West 
Madison street, where the dance was 
mitted, both were arrested on w ts 
charging them with violating that part of 
the city ordinances intended for the protec- 
tion of public morals. 

They secured bail through a saloonkeeper 
ally, but when they are arraigned before 
Municipal Judge Going at the Desplaines 


street station they will be confronted with 


@ stronger array of witnesses than that 
which compelled a plea of “ guilty early in 
July when Tun Trisuns wiped out some of 
the filth of South State street by reforming 
two burlesque theaters there. 

This time the charges are brought by three 
forces working for the public welfare and co- 
operating in this effort to efface a specific 
phase of the vicious conditions threatening 
the moral health of young Chicago—the city 
police, represented by detectives from Chief 
Shippy’s office; the Juvenile court commit- 
tee, represented by probation officers and 
investigators; and Tue Trisuns, which will 
have several additional witnesses on hand. 

Each party to the prosecution will have 
its counsel. Assistant State’s Attorney Day, 
the prosecutor of the Desplaines street branch 
of the Municipal court, has signified that he 
will take a handinthecase. Attorney Harry 
F. Smoot will act for the Juvenile court com- 
mittee, and THe TRIBUNE will have its own 
counsel. 


Complaints Reach “The Tribune.“ 
Complaints had begun to pour in upon THE 
TRisune that Chooceeta, feeling safe 


from detection in a west side theater, where 


her presence was not advertised, had resur- 
rected her scant costume and had renewed 
her outrageous performance before audi- 
ences containing women and children. 

While she remained with the stock com- 
pany at the Trocadero, which was cléanséd 
by THE TRIBUNE, Manager Weingafden em- 
pelled her to liniit her 6 to a Span- 
ish dance, while Manager Herk sanctioned a 
revival of all her indecencies. 

When Sergeant Charles F. O'Donnell, chief 
of the bureau of theater inspection, was com- 


municated with it was found that he algo , 


had received complaint against the Empire 
and was planning action as soon as an un- 
usual rush of business gave him time for a 
thorough investigation. 

Notified that Tue Trisune was consider- 
ing a renewal of its activity in this line, he 
agreed to be present with his assistants at 
the same time the Investigators for Tue 
TRIBUNE witnessed the criticised perform- 
ance. * 


Playhouse Is Flashy. 


The Empire is a flashy playhouse, pro- 
ducing the ordinary burlesque show, the chief 
stock in trade being its display of chorus girls, 
some dialect comedy,“ and one or two 
“prima donnas tq lead the singing, many 
of these doubling in the “ oleo,” as it is 
spelled by humorous devisers of programs. 

The theater greatly resembles the South 
State street houses, the main difference be- 
tween the west and south side places being 
tisat in the latter the angels of the chorus 
girls meet them in a basement “ palm gar- 
den, while ia the former they wait for them 
in the street and then take them to palm 
garcens.”’ 

There were three features of the program 
condemned by all the investigators; a por- 
tion of the act of a mechanical doll,“ in 
which the girl playing the part falls to the 
stage and the ‘‘ comedians * make great fuss 
over her draperies, a cheap imitation of the 
„Salome dance, with the grace eliminated, 
and the Chooceeta number. 

The formal complaints were sworn to dy 
Robert Ebel, a probation officer as well as 
an-investigator for the Juvenile court com- 
mittee, who witnessed two performances at 
the Empire, and following merely brief state- 
ments by him and a representative of Tun 
TrRiBUxE, Judge Going instructed his clerk 
to prepare the warrants. 


Police “Tip” Accused? 


It was here that an apparent effort to de- 
feat the plans of reform seemed to have its 
beginning. The clerk at first refused to give 
the warrants into the hands of Sergeant 
James Farrell] and Detective Joseph Tischart, 

rgeant. O’Donnell’s men from the chief's 
5 50 on the ground that they must be served 
by the detectives of the Desplaines street sta- 
tion. A reference of the question to the com- 
manding officer rectified this, but there fol- 
lowed half an hour of delay, the time said to 
have been necéssary for the mere filling in 
of the warrant blanks.

The next fact creating the belief that an 
employé of the court or the polite department 
had spread the tip was that a bondsman 
wae waiting for Herk’s arrival at the station, 
although the warrant had not been served 
upon him more than three minutes before. 
He was Ben Goldberg, a saloonkeeper at 145 
West Madison street, who scheduled $10,000 
worth of stock in his business. This was ac- 
cepted in lieu of real estate. 

The next thing was the appearance at the 
theater of a county employé, who had re- 
ceived a mysterious phone message before 
the effort to serve the warrants was made 
that he might lend some assistance to the 
persons in trouble. 

The detectives scented the fact that they 
had been “ tipped off,” but waited to see that 
“ Chooceeta "’ did not take her usual place 
near the end of the bill. She failed to ap- 
pear, but shortly after the close of the show

Governor Forces Saloon Men to 
Submit to Sunday Closing. 


COUNTY “BOSS” AIDS HIM. 


Judge Gives Order to Resort Keepers 
in Secret Meeting. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 28.—[Special. ]— 
Gov. Fort has won his sensational fight to 
fit the unpopular lid on Atlantic City on Sun- 
day. The break in the bold defiance of the 
saloon men came late this afternoon, follow- 
ing a statement issued by Judge Enoch Hig- 
my of the District court, recognized as next 

© Congreseman John J. Gardner in the con- 
trol of the county machine in which he 


warned the rebelling café and saloon proprie- 


tors that they must comply with the law. 

The judge’s edict reached a secret session 
of politicians and liquor dealers this after- 
noon just after a decision had been reached 
to brave the consequences of the governor's 
wrath and the possijlity of his sending state 
troops to enforce the law. It threw con- 
sternation in the ranks of the heretofore de- 
flant element, and an order immediately was 
sent along among the 216 saloons in the re- 
sort to prepare to close down on Sunday. 

Judge Higbee learned of the session of the 
saloon men, and sent them a letter by a 
special messenger before leaving the city 
for his summer home at Sommers’ point. 

Says Fort Has Right. 

The crisis has been reached in the history 
of Atlantic City,” said Judge Higbee. “I 
want to say to the liquor men that the time 
has come when they must realize that the 
city is part of the state of New Jersey, and 
that they must comply with the laws of the 
state. Iam confident Gov. Fort means what 
he says when he declares he will send troops 
to Atlantic City, and summon a special ses- 
sion of the legislature if necessary to compel 
the passage of drastic legislation to remedy 
the conditions now existing in the resort. 

“The governor will win eventually, be- 
cause he has the right on his side and the 
power of the whole state back of him. The 
charge that he is playing politics is not 
worthy of consideration.“ 

Intimating what course he will pursue, 
Judge Higbee said: “I have never broken 
my oath of office and do not intend to vacate 
it now: If there are any indictments found 


and I am on the bench there must be no ex- . 


pectation that I will show any man ides sax 
mercy.’ 
Legislature Is with Fort. 

It was not until the saloon keepers were 
given a full demonstration that Gov. Fort 
meant his threat of using state troops that 
they submitted. It was the intention of the 
governor to issue a call for a special session 
of the legislature immediately had the re- 
sort keepers tried to have their places open 
on Sunday. 

Through a member of Gov. Fort's sum- 
mer cabinet it was learned today that 
before issuing his proclamation yesterday he 
sounded the attitude of various leaders fm 
the legislature and was given assurances 
that if he called a special session they would 
provide whatever assistance he required to 
enforce the laws at Atlantic City. He was 
assured that the legislature would authorize 
him to ertforce the law even to the necessity 
of placing the town under martial law. 

But it ie said on the same authority that 
the governor did not receive the same as- 
surances on his desire to obtain authority 
for the removal of officers who fall to per- 
form their duty. He has asked the legis- 
lature for this power in the past and it has 
been denied.

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Chicago Trustees Show Why Pope Did 
Not Grant Separation. 


Well! It’s settled at last! 

After 375 years of disputes and discussions 
the thorny question of why Henry VIIL, by 
the grace of God, king of England, etc., etc., 
etc., was refused by Pope Clement VII. @ 
divorcee from Catherine of Aragon was set- 
tled by the school management committee of 
the board of education yesterday afternoon. 
At least it is settled so far as Chicago is con- 
cerned. 

The honor for this triumph belongs to Dr, 
John Guerin, one of the three Dunne trus- 
tees left on the board, and it took Him all 
summer to bring the matter to a head. He 
did the work and the committeemen yester- 
day merely listened to the arguments and 
placed the seal of their approval on his 
findings. 

Briefly, the point raised was whether the 
pope, to whom Henry appealed for a divorce, 
had the power to grantone. Roman Catho- 
lics believe and the church always has 
taught that he had not. The history inferred | 
that Clement VII. had the power to gs 
the divorce and refrained from doing so only 
because of political reasons. 


One Paragraph Causes Trouble.

It is this statement that I 
objected to and that has been altered by the 
publishers and the author.

He said he resigned from the club 
some time ago, but at the club it is declared 
that no resignation was received. 

Recently a Writ of citation was issued 
calling Nolan before Municipal Judge Fos- 
ter in order that he might be examined as 
to property held by him. When he failed to 
appear Attorney G. R. Collins, representing 
the plaintiff, obtained a rule to show cause, 
which was made returnable Sept. 12. 


Divorce Obtained by Mrs. Blockt. 

Mr. Nolan first earned his reputation as a 
gay young man when Mrs. Gale Blocki, wife 
of a successful young Chicago lawyer, gave 
up husband, home, and child and went to 
South Dakota to obtain a divorce. “Nolan 
met her in 1901 and in September, 1902, Mrs. 
Blocki returned from South Dakota with her 
decree of divorce. 

The next episode of note in Nolan's career 
was on July 1, 1908, when Nolan vanquished 
A. Tracy Martyn in à fist fight on account 
of unchivalrous remarks alleged to have 
been made by the latter. Martyn was 
obliged to show up for his own wedding with 
a variegated countenance. 

Just what woman Nolan alleged that Mar- 
tyn made remarks about never was made 
public, but at the time Nolan issued a 
lengthy manifesto detailing the treatment 
that he had accorded to Martyn. 

Stanch Defender of Women. 

“I thrashed Martyn, as any man would, pe 
cause he is so little of a gentleman and 
unchivalrous as to speak ö — — 
omen, was Nolan's knightly declaration. 
“I am only sorry that his precipitate flight, 
once he saw the battle was going against 
him, prevented me from doing the job more 
completely. I am told that he wasn't exactly 
a pretty looking object at his wedding.“ 

On Jan. 3, 1905, Nolan admitted that he had 
married Mrs. Blocki. They were living at 
4005 Lake avenue, but neither Nolan nor his 
wife would tell where they were married, the 
reason being that they felt they had had lime- 
licht enough without giving the details of 
their marriage to the public.

They are paying 
$800 a week for the privilege and no one 
can read these signs. 

Gambling always is going on in this quar- 
ter and it has ruined many of our people.

Both Held to Grand Jury. 

The brothers were arraigned in a magis- 
trate’s court in Long Island city today on a 
charge of murder. T. Jenkins Hains is ac- 
cused ef being an accessory to the murder of 
Annis, while the captain is alleged to be the 
principal. Both were held without bail. 

The Hains brothers were taken from the 
Queens county jail, handcuffed together, and 
rode on a street car in the custody of a deputy 
sheriff to Magistrate Gilroy's court. 

Capt. Hains, who when he last appeared in 
court wore the uniform of his army rank, 
today was clad in citizen's clothes, and his 
pallor and unshaven appearance indicated 
the effects of his confinement in jail.

C. N. Doubleday of Doubleday, Page & Co., 
who went abroad several weeks ago to ar- 
range for simultaneous publication in Eu- 
rope of the autobiography of Mr. Rocke- 
feller. The book will appear in about a 
dozen languages in as many countries the 
latter part of next month. 

The publisher arrived home today. He 
said he had for bringing out the 
Rockefeller work England, Germany, 
France, Spain, Italy, Austria-Hungary, Rus- 
sia, Norway, Sweden, Belgium, South ae 
and Switzerland and Holland. 


Many Want Rights of Book.

day, when 1 got to Europe to find what 
a great interest Europeans generally have 
in everything that pertains to John D. Rock- 
efeller. When the publishers learned my 
mission I was flooded’ with telegrams and 
letters, all wanting to arrange conferences, 
the object of which was to obtain the rights 
of the Reckefeller autobiography in their 
respective countries. 

“I found that Mr. Rockefeller was known 
universally, and that even the poorest people 
knew of him as the American oll man who 
furnished oil for them. . 

„One funny thing, if it may be expressed 
in that way, was the great desire on the part 
of every one I talked with to obtain a photo- 
graph of the little house where the oll man 
was born. Luckily I was able to accommo- 
date them. When they had seen the photo- 
graph of Mr. Rockefeller’s birthplace they 
wanted to see the big Standard Oi! building 
in lower Broadway. It was an interesting 
study to them, when they saw the contrast 
between these pictures and the story they 


told. Mr. Rockefeéller’s present home also | 


was a matter of great interest to them. 


Censure Not Heard in Europe. 

When I began to talk business, and in- 
formed them that Mr. Rockefeller’s manu- 
script was about ready for publication, they 
demanded a copy of it. I tofd them if they 
couldn't trust Mr. Rockefeller to write his 
own story, I would not sell them the story. 
They then decided to trust Mr. Rockefeller 
to write the story in his own way, and the deal 
was closed. 

“In England and other countries I found 
that the stories which from timetotime have 
appeared in this country severely criticising 
Mr. Rockefeller have not, as @ rule, heen 
read there. They know him only as the map 
who built up an imnfénse business all over 
the world. In other words, I found the name 
of Rockefeller . with oil every- 


where.”

ORCHESTRAS IN NEW YORK. - 

At last it looks as if New York might 
have a real orchestra, and this result, 
which will be a novelty to that city, will 
be the outcome of a woman's courage and 
business. enterprise. Mahler, the. great 
German conductor, has been engaged as 
director, the Philharmonic society witl 
unite with a special orchestra already or- 
ganized,‘and it is said that a large sub- 
scription fund has been raised. If the 
new orchestra ts all it purports to be 
there will be three prominent orchestras 
—the Boston, supported by the liberality 
of a banker; the New York, or whatever 
it may be christened; and the Theodore 


Thomas orchestra, which after years of 
depressing financial results is now self- 
supporting. 

Although a real orchestra has at last 
been organized in New York, it by n» 
means follows that it will de enduriug, 
and it would be premature to congratu- 
late the New Yorkers. They may yet 
have to rehy upon the Boston or Theo- 
dore Thomas banda when they want :o 
hear real orchestrg! music. The New 
York Philharmonic can hardly be called 
a permanent public organization, old as 
it is. It has its own clientéle. It is a 
corporative institution. It has no settled, 
permanent conductor. The new orchestra 
may find Jordan a hard road to travel.” 
It has a hard struggle before it, and the 
struggle will be harder betause New 
York is not a real musical city like B38 
ton or Chicago, and it has not the eivie 
patriotism or pride of either of those 
cities, 

Musical. success in New York depends 
largely upon the favor of fashion, and 
fashion will tire of the orchestra much 
sooner than of the opera. The new or- 
ganization will also have to take the field 
in the midst of the fierce competition be- 
tween two rival operatic companies, 
which between them will-exhaust fash- 
jonadle patronage. The subscribers or 
guarantors may tire quickly in “making 
good.” From a practical point of view 
it would seem wiser for New York to be 
content with its Philharmonic society, 
which really supplies the local demand, 
and meanwhile its present symphony 
orchestra could continue making a living 
on the road. 


DISAPPOINTING HUMORISTS.

Count Charles Kuefstein, now in his seven- 
tieth year, and whose serious illness is re- 
ported from Vienna, is the diplomat who, as 
Austrian. envoy in Switzerland, came so 
prominently before the public in connection 
with the death of Empress Elizabeth. As 
minister plenipotentiary he Nad charge of 
everything relating to her autopsy and em- 
balmment at Geneva, and accomplished his 
delicate duties in reference to this tragedy 
with so much tact and feeling as to win the 
special regard of his sovereign. 

Chief of one of the oldest houses of the 
great mediatized nobility of Germany and

REVIEW BOARD CUTS TAXES. . 
ON GREENWOOD AVENUE LAND 


Valuation of Realty Between Forty- 
ninth and Fifty-first Streets Is Re- 
duced 15 Per Cent. y 


A reduction of 15 per cent in the land valua- 
tion of property in Greenwood avenue, be- 
tween Forty-ninth and Fifty-first streets, 
was ordered yesterday by the hoard of re- 
view.

And the context of the play is an 1 expla- 
nation of what the author means by the 
brothers that are knocking about unrecog- 
| nized and undesired. A quotation from the 
first epistle of John, dropped in between 
title page and cast of characters, may be 
considered as an aid to understanding, too. 
He that saith he is in the licht.“ wrote the 
beloved apostle, “ and hateth his brother, is 
in darkness even until now. He that loveth 
his brother abideth in the Nght, and there 
is none occasion of stumbling in him. But 
he that hateth hie brother isin darkness, and 
walketh in darkness, and knoweth not whith- 
er he ‘goeth, because that darkness hath 
blinded his eyes. . I a men say, I love 
God, and hateth his brother, he is a liar; 
for he that loveth not his brother whom he 
hath seen, how can he love God, whom he 
hath not seen? : 

Following this ts a brief sentence written 
somewhere, some time by that artist-amystic, 
George Frederick Watts: The hunger for 
brotherhood is at the bottom ot the unrest » 
of the modern civilized world.” 

The text was written with an ear to the 
acting value of each line, and he who reade 
it must, of course; make allowances for that 
fact, recollecting that literary grace and 
dramatic value are two fine but unfriendly 
things, and that the good acting play must 
appear abrupt and at times almost violent 
to him who reads it in the closet. The 
Serv m the House,” as all the world 
knows, has more than justified itself as an 
acting play, yet, allowing for the effect of 
brevity which is the concomitant of dra- 
matic excellence, it bears inspection as a 
written play, and the ideas which it promul- 
gates are no es arredting when they appear 
in print than when they are conveyed to 
one by means of the acting of Mr. Henry 
Miller's sterling corps of associate players. 

The play could not have been conceived 
had it not been for the New Testament; it 
hardly could have been written had not 
George Bernerd Shaw accustomed us all to 
the grotesque presentation of moral ideas. 
and probably it would not have been acted 
had not the curious morality, “ Dveryman,”’ 
been unearthed; nor it would not be listened 
to with ever increasing enthusiasm were not 
the words of George Frederick Watts as 
true as sunrise. 

People speak of it as an arraignment of 
the church, but, Indeed, It is much more than 
that. It puts contemporary ideals in the 
dock and cross questions them. It points the 
finger at respectability and asks if it is not 
ashamed of itself. There is no use in trying 
to put the onus off on the established church 
of England, or on any other aristocratical 
and carefully organized social institution. 
There is not one of us but it accuses. If we 
had rejected any Hving creature as unworthy 
of ug, less cultivated, less scrupulous, less 
well fed, well groomed, well létteced, well 
spoken, then The Servant in the House 
accuses us of being un-Christian to that ex- 
tent. If we have had brothers and not con- 
cerned ourselves about the brotherhood, it 
makes us answerable. If we have set others 
to the hard and offensive work of the world 
and then have dishonored them because of 
it we stand condemned. If we employ serv- 
ants, tnsisting upon thelr subservience, and 
treat them with disdain or contumely, then 
are we guilty. If we have not helped in the 
heavy and often horrible work of the world, 
but have kept lily hands and selfish and in- 
different hearts, then are we called before 
the bar. Among us all who can cleim inno- 
cence? 

Now the meanings of the play are to be felt 
much more than they are to be described, and 
how the people knew, at length, that their 
servitor was in fact the long expected of

It may be that the generality will not sym-

* mockery, the presentation of truths in absurd 
fashion—the decoration, so to speak, of the 
cathedral of ethics with innumerable gro- 
tesque beastiaries, is essentially Shavian. It 
is not by forms of beauty alone that Mr. Ken- 
nedy endeavors to convince. He carries his 
point with something akin to brutality. Noth- 
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ing save the intrinsic dignity of his intention 


keeps the last scene in his play from utter 
bathos, The drain man, reeking from his un- 
speakable corridors of the nether earth, the 
rapt converts, beholding in him occult beau- 
ties, the offensive allusions and cesspool sym- 
Dolism making a strong demand upon the 
courtesy of the reader or auditor. To con- 
vince by ugliness instead of by beauty is, at

Te read or to hear this modern Morality is 
to receive a new impetus toward honest and 
enthusiastic living.

It at once arraigns and 
comforts. It deals with the superpossible, 
yet it makes all things seem possible, even , 
holiness. It exposes the secrets of our in- 
dividual helle—so much more hellish because 
they lack the majesty of size. It would, were 
it not a sort of prayer, bea blasphemy. 

Pray grasp a handle of this loving cyp, 
curiously wrought and grotesquely traced, 
and drink of its draughts of the red wine of 
the spirit. It is acrid with aloes, yet sweet- 
ened with the honey of the heaven warmed 
alps.

MAIZE IS ON THE UPGRADE. 


Unfavorable Crop News Serves as Stim- 
ulant to Coarse Grain Mart. 


the September tightening ina manner 
to arouse 5 alarm among the 
shorts, yesterday's wheat market made 
further strides upward. Although the harder 
pots found numerous holders willing to 
pocket profits, it did not require much heavy 
buying to keep values above the level of the 
previous close. News was mixed, but there 
was enough in it to keep bullish confidence 
strong and hopeful. Early strength was at- 
tributed largely to a eurprising display of 
soundness at Liverpool, whose finish repre- 
gented a net gain of Nd. The upturn at 
the English market was due principally to 
unexpectedly light Argentine exports, a ma- 
terial decrease in that country’s visible sup- 

 geantinesrs of cargo offerings. and less 
favorable crop gossip from France. London 
and all the other English marts reported a 
brisker inquiry, Argentine spot finding ready 
takers at an advance of 1d. Final quotations 
here showed net gains of %c for September, 
e for December, and t for May. 


Northwestern Receipts Are Heavier. 


Receipts of wheat at Duluth and Minneapo- 
fls—469 cars, compared to only 69 cars the 
eorresponding day last year—were more in 
keeping with bearish expectations, and kept 
the more conservative bulls in check a good 
part of the morajing. Minneapolis reports to 
the effect that millers were buying up all the 
good grain at premiums which prevailed the 
previous session, when the arrivals were ma- 
terially lighter, bolstered bullish endeavor, 
however. The general domestic cash situa- 
tion, as a whole, was one of the strong cards 
in the hands of the market optimists. South- 
western as well as northwestern millers 
noted considerable improvement in the de- 
mand for flour, and eastern millers were 
brisk buyers of millable grain at Duluth. 
While exporters generally claimed thai for- 
eign bids were much out of line, Toledo re- 
ported the sale of a cargo of winter wheat for 
export via Montreal, and.there were other
